MASKED AND ARMED.

RAIDERS ORDER FAMILY 
TO “CLEAR OUT.” 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


Michael Maycock and William Mavycock 
were charged with conspiring with persons 
unknown forcibly to enter the premises of 
John Haines, No. 4 Blnebell Cottages, Inchi- 
core. They were also charged with malicious 
damage and assault, 

Mr. M. J. Connolly (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), who prosecuted, explained 
that the Maycocks lived in the same house as 
John Haines. and his family. On the night 
of the 14th August last a number of masked 
and armed men visited the house at about 
midnight. Michael Mayeock opened the door 
for them and said, '“' Righto, boys; that is 
the door.” The men then went into the por- 
tion of the house eccupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hames and familv, and ordered them to 
clear out. They left the house, and some of 
their furniture was thrown out on the street. 
When the men left. Michael Maycock and his 
gon, William Maycock, retired to their room, 
A sum of £3 17s.. which Mrs. Haines had 
in her handbag, was missing. 

‘ohn Haines, checker, British and Irish 
Steam Packet Company, said that he ocen- 
pied the house for the past nine vears, hav- 
ing got permission from Michael Maycock to 
eccupy it. Maycock and his son occupied 
a room on the right. On the night of the 
14th August, at about 11.15, Michael May- 
eock went down the road and came back 
again to his room. At about 12.15 there was 
a knock at the back kitchen door. but he 
did not open it. Michael Maycock opened 
the front door, and a number of masked and 
armed men entered. One of them said that 
they came in the name of the I.R.A., and 
would give them five minutes to get out. He 
did not see Michael Maycock while this was 
going on. When the men were leaving they 
said that the witness and his family should 
remain outside the house for 25 minutes, or 
they would he ‘‘ dealt with.” He waited for 
25 minutes, and then walked with his wife 
and five children to the South Dublin Union. 

Some time before the incident Maycock 
said that he wanted the house for himself. 
and the witness said that he would give it 
to him as soon as he could get alternative 
accommodation. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynn, who (in- 
structed by Mr. C. B. W. Boyle) defended, 
the witness said that, Michael Maycock was 
the tenant of the house. 

Mrs. Catherine Haines. wife of the previous 
witness. corroborated. She added that she 
heard Michael Mayeock say to the men: 
‘That is the door, boys.”’ 

The State case having closed, the Judge 
said that there was not a scrap of evidence 
against William Maycock, and he thonght 
that there was no evidence against Michael 
Mavcock upon which the jury could act. 

The jury, accordingly, by direction, ac- 


quitted the prisoners, and they were dis- 


charged from custody.

It is, therefore, not an easy 
matter to delye into the future and see 
what the answer of motor-car designers 
will be to the dreams of the youth of this 
generation, ~ Youth dreams of cars that 
will be safe for modern speeds, with 
integral bodies and chassis like unto Pull- 
man cars; of cars so strong, so light, and 
so stream-lined that but a fraction of the 
present horse-power and fuel will be 
needed to hurtle them along the roads at 
a fraction of to-day’s costs and time ; and 
even of cars with wings—half plane and 
half vehicle—that can take the air at the 
whim of the driver! 


LIGHT-WEIGHT CARS OF THE 
FUTURE. 


The weight of body and chassis has 
| always been a matter of prime difficulty 
to automobile designers and enyineers, 
and everything points to the fact that 
the next big aevelopment in car-building 
will be in the direction of a reduction 'n 
the weight of cars, so much so that the 
combined weight of body and chassis will 
be reduced so much that a very small 
horse-power will suffice to propel them 
along at very great speed. The difficulties 
which have prevented this very desirable 
development all along have now been over- 
come by the scientific use of structura: 
principles being applied to lighter 
materials that have all the strength of 
present-day steel. These materials have 
| definitely passed the laboratory stage, and 
| the only difficulty now is the ability to 
make them commercially available at the 
right price; and this phase shows promise 
| of being overcome. Already stainless steel 
in sheets, a few thousandths of an inch !n 
thickness, has been used in America to 
build a railway car. This car, weighing 
only a fraction of the usual railway car, 
can be operted at a cost of sixpence a mile, 
as against 2s. 6d. to 20s. or more per mile 
in the case of the ordinary type of rail- 
way carriage, yet it has been found just as 
fast and just as safe as the present-day

IRELAND AND 
VIRGINIA. 


SEVENTEENTH CENTURY 


TRANSPORTATIONS. 
—— 


(By a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT.) 
FE. so statesmen in 1607 were think- 


ing of their newly-found overseas 
colony of Virginia as a possible solu- 
tion of their difficulties in Ireland, . 

The collection of documents relating to 
the Irish in the West Indies, which were 

athered and edited by the Rev. Aubrey 
twynn, 8.J., and incorporated in Part 4 of 
the Irish. Manuscript’ Commission s report, 
Analectica Hibernica, show, however, that 
the earliest record of the transportation of 
lrish political prisoners to Virginia dates 
from the year 1620. bet 

The policy of the Government's advisers, 
according to papers among the Lansdowne 
MSS., was to transport the kernes, who were 
described as “a certaine kinde of swords- 
men descended from horseboyes, idle per- 
sons, and unlawfulle propigation,’’ while 
another proposal, according to Sir Arthur 
Bourgchier, was to transport the beggars. 

A document of December, 1620—the 
period when Chichester’s plantation in Wex- 
ford had thrown all that area into turmoil 
for several years—-shows. that the people who 
were actually transported were neither of 
these two classes, but Irish (or Anglo-Irish) 
landholders, whe had been dispossessed of 
their lands by Chichester’s summary planta 
tion, and had then marched to Dublin on a 
deputation of protest, 


EARLY IRISH PLANTERS. 


One of the earliest emigrations from Ire- 
land to Virginia was that of Daniel Gookin, 


men of his own and thirty passengers, we 
furnished with provisions he cattle.

‘This pack laid down a strict rule 
that a member attending a meet on hunt- 
ing day not in uniform was liable to for- 
feit half a guinta. The County Down 
Hunt were even more drastic in this rule, 
and members failing to wear the uniform 
were fined £5. In 1872 Limerick pos- 
sessed a pack of staghounds, hunted by 
Mr. John Gubbins, composed of twenty 
couples, but they were given up when he 
became Master of the county foxhounds in

In the 
liqueur list Cointreau leads. It has 
ousted Benedictine and Chartreuse from 
their places as first favourites.

The small courthouse at Rathdrum was 
crowded for the hearing, and amon those 
present were Mr. Sidney Minch, T.D,, and 
The O’Mahony, T.D. Eleven men in all were 
summoned for non-payment, but only four of 
these—John Smuilen. William Smullen, John 
T. Green and James Mclvor—were legally 
represented, and decrees were given in the 
other undefended cases. 

Mr. Lavery (who was instructed by Mr. 
J. P. Tyrrell, solicitor) began with the case 
of John Smullen, and said that the Land 
Commission's claim on him for £8 9s, in 
respect of his last instalment was the only 
evidence on which they claimed to recover the 
sum. He was not denying it as evidence that 
the sum mentioned was unpaid, but it was 
necessary for the Land Commission to show 
on their part that they were complying with 
the law before they could bring up their 
claim in a court of law. | 

As in the present case the evidence on 
behalf of the Land Commission had been 
closed, it might be necessary for him on 
another occasion to summon evidence for 
examination as to the declared policy of the 
Land Commission on the whole subject of 
the annuities. 


QUESTION OF DISPOSITION. 

The question of the disposition of these 
annuities, he continued, was one oí pressing 
public interest, and statements had heen 
made by Ministers, and other responsible 
persons, as to what would be done with 
them.

“Hungary and: Rumania. 

While well-meaning — politicians talk 
about. world -peace at Geneva, events are 
happening throughout Europe which prove 
how far removed: from peace the world 
really is. On Wednesday night, for 
example, a mob of Rumanians stormed the 
Hungarian Passport Office in Cluj, or 
Klausenberg, the capital city of Tran- 
sylvania, and, having torn. down the 
Magyar flag from the building, hoisted | " 
their own flag in its stead. In the 
Hungarian Chamber yesterday there was 
‘much indignation at this incident, and M. 
Puka, the Magyar Premier, assured the 
House that full satisfaction would be 
demanded from the Rumanian Govern- 
‘ment. He said that the affair was all the 
more deplorable inasmuch as, only a few 
weeks ago, the Rumanian Government had 
told the Hungarian Minister in Bukharest 
that it disapproved strongly of attacks on 
Magyar life or property. The whole affair 
smacks of pre-War days, when nations 
stood on their dignity, and incidents of 
this kind were followed. almost invariably 
by ultimatums in peremptory terms. 
Rumania at the moment is very much 
more powerful than Hungary. In all

T HE British Note, outlining the case for the suspension of the 
W/ar debt payment due on December | 5th, was delivered yes- 
crday to the United States Secretary of State. 


Having described the economic history of the present world 
-risis, the Note points out that reparations and War debts are not like 
ther commercial debts which produce prosperity; they produce 
.othing. They can in the long run only be paid in goods and ser- 
vices, and, if goods are shut out by tariffs, they must be discharged 


in gold 


That is what has happened, and as the supply of gold available 
‘or the basis of currency and credit has diminished, its price has in- 
-reased; or, in other words, the price of commodities expressed in 


sold has fallen. 


The conclusion is drawn that, 


until these causes are removed, 


the present want of conhdence must continue. 


Inevitably both countries must bear a large share of that burden, 
but Britain is not asking the United States to make a greater sacri- 


fice than she has, in fact, already made herself. 


The true interest 


of both countries lies in co-operation for the revival of world trade, 
which would quickly bring to both a revenue far larger than even 
the great sums involved in War debt payments. 


Tariff Reprisal Hint. 


The British record for payment is shown in a series of striking 
feures, and the Note points out that, whereas the United States has 
received £434,000,000 for the benefit of her taxpayers, Britain has 
had nothing for hers, and, in consequence of her generous policy to 


her debtors, she is now £200,000,000 out of pocket. 


In a carefully-worded passage American producers are warned 
that resumption of payments would necessitate Britain's taking 
measures to restrict the import of American goods, and especially 
farm products; and, since Britain is America’s best customer, the 
results cannot fail to be unpleasant to the United States producer.

debt settlements with France, Italy and other 


uropean countries, 


as well as the British Dominions, followed by a re-beginning of re- 


parations payments. 


In a final paragraph the Note expresses the hope that His 
Majesty's Government have demonstrated that their request was 
based on the profound conviction that a resumption of the old War 
debt payments would have disastrous consequences for every nation, 
not excluding the United States of America herself.

As one Labour man points 
out, if a strike takes place, it must 
inevitably be a national strike, and the 
settlement must, therefore, be national. 

The Free State Government. may inter- 
vene in regard to the Great Southern Com- 
pany, but there is no indication that the 
Government of Northern Ireland would be 
disposed to take similar action in regard 
to the Great Northern Company. More- 
over, there is the fact that-a substantial 
portion of the Great Northern lime is in 
the Free State. 

The complications of the position were 
obviously present to Mr. Lemass when he 
saw the Labour deputation yesterday. The 
delegation expects to meet the Minister 
again in a few days, when he has been 
informed of the attitude of the railway 
companies. ”

ITH soft answers Mr. Aiken, in the 

Senate yesterday, not only turned 

away wrath, but averted a possible legisla. 
tive deadlock. 

When the Army Pensions Bill came up 
for its Committee reading the Minister 
was confronted with a series of amend- 
ments, almost precisely similar to those 
which were moved against it when it went 
through the Dail. Had he met the Opposi- 
tion with the same aggressive front which 
he displayed in the other House, it is 

robable that the amendments would have 
Bá pressed to the utmost, and a similar 
position created to that which exists in 
regard to the Oath Bill. Like most of his 
colleagues of the Executive Council, how 
ever, the Minister for Defence showed that 
he knows how to treat the Senate. He 
wooed them with honeyed words, and the 
upshot was that he got the bill without 
any trouble 

The first amendment—which, like all 
the others, was in the name of Mr. Wilson 
—was the crucia] one, striking at the root 
principle of the bill. Mr. Wilson proposed 
that pensions should be withheld from 

rsons who were members of illegal 
organisations purporting to be military 
forces ; 


PLEASANTRIES, 


Why this strange qualification? asked 
Mr. Aiken, with playful raillery. Under 
the terms of the amendment, if Mr. Wilson 
ever wanted to start a revolution and not 
to lose his pension, all that he need do 
was to call his organisation ‘‘ the sick and 
indigent cattle-keepers’ association,” or 
‘the healthy and unwealthy farmers’ 
society,” and everything would be al] 
right, simply because the organisation did 
not purport to be military. 

“I don’t understand what Senator 
Wilson means, ' smiled Mr. Aiken.

SURPRISE PACKET. 


Mr. Wilson accordingly withdrew this 
amendment, and ai the next, which 
ro to vary the scale of pensions as 
aid down in the bill. This, he explained, 
was done out of no grudge for anybody, 
but simply for reasons of economy. Then 
Mr, ilson received a surprise. The 
sufprise was provided by Mr. Crosbie, a 
Cumann na nGaedheal Senator, who stood 
up and announced his intention of nope 
ing the amendment, and giving the bill his 
entire support. Mr. Wilson continued to 
smile, but it was largely a smile of be- 
wilderment. 

“I understood,” said he, in puzzled 
tones, ‘‘that my party was going to 
support me, but now I find that they are 
not. What am I to do?" 

Having gone so far, Mr. Wilson decided 
that he must press this amendment; but

No man can tell what may happen in the 
course of the next two years, or whether 
its contribution of good and valuable 
service to the State. If insuperable 
difiiculties arise in connection with our 
Shows, those Shows may have to be 
cancelled. The body cannot live without 
food, neither can the Royal Dublin Society 
without the income derived from 
those Shows. But we stand on the 
threshold of those years full of hope, and 
equipped with such courage as we can 
determined to prosper, if we 
may, in our service to our land of con- 
tributions of science, art and agriculture, 
to say nothing of educational and con- 
structive endeavours. 

As far as 1 personally am concerned, I

For example, before 1915 the United

The United States made loans to the 
Allies—including the United Kingdom— 
totalling approximately 10,000 million 
dollars (£2,055 millions at par); the 
United Kingdom made loans to its Euro- 
pean Allies amounting to £1,600 millions, 
equivalent (at par) to 7,800 million 
dollars; the French Government had made 
loans, equivalent (at par) to 
2,237 million dollars. In the aggregate, 
these loans reached the colossal total of 
approximately 20,000 million dollars. 
equivalent (at par) to over £4,000 
millions.

REMISSION REJECTED. 


During the first few years after the War 
this was recognised, and no attempt was 
made to collect them. But it proved-im- 
possible to secure a general agreement for 
their remission, and the debtor Powers 
were called upon to fund their engage- 
ments. 

From 1923 onwards a series of agreements 
were concluded providing for their repay- 
ment on varying terms, and in 1924 a 
provisional settlement was reached of German 
reparations on the basis of the Dawes Plan. 
The annuities provided for in most of these 
agreements were low during the earlier years, 
and their payment was rendered possible by 
the flow of investment capital from the 
United States of America to Continental 
Europe which was then taking place. 
the prosperity of the period from 1923 to 
1929 was, to a large extent, illusory, and 
the seeds of future trouble had already been 
sown. 

6. In the suminer of 1929 the storm that 
was brewing was not yet visible, and it was 
hoped. that conditions were sufficiently 
stabilised for a final settlement of repara- 
tions ir. the form of the Young Plan, under 
which Germany undertook to pay annuities 
of abont 500 million dollars (£100 millions 
at par), of which the major part was passed 
on as war debt payments.

PANIC OF THE SUMMER 
OF 1931. 


Unhappily, almost before the ink had dried 
on the agreements embodying the Young 
Plan, the storm had burst upon the world. 
Startled and alarmed, the lenders, who had 
for five years so liberally poured their caprtal 
into Continental Europe, withdrew such funds 
as were immediately recoverable. The debtors 
made desperate efforts to meet their habah- 
ties, but confidence became more and more 
shaken, and towards the middle of 1931 
something like a panic prevailed. 

Since then the world has been living under 
the stress of repeated shocks, which have 
completely undermined the confidence on 
which the system of private investment 
depended. | 

The process of disintegration has been 
pursued to the point where it has become 
an attempt to liquidate not only private

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more stable in terms of goods than the gold 
currencies, the events of September, 1931, 
gave a profound ‘shock to confidence in the 
monetary ” at: ighout the world, Thus 
the baneful ‘effects: of e unnatural trans- 
fers in respect’ of reparations and war debts 
have gravely .accentuated the difficulties of 
all five Continents, including many ‘countries 
which were neither ‘debtors nor creditors, in 
“the tragic book-keeping ’’ which resulted 
from the war: > >

11. In this connection it is iseal to 
recall the statement made by the Secretary 
of the United States Treasury in his anneal 
report for 1924-25, that the principle of 
capacity to pay does not require the foreign 
debtor to pay to the full extent of its’ pre- 
The debtor Govern- 
ment must, he continued, be permitted to 
preserve and improve its economic position 
to bring its Budget into balance and to place 
its finances and currency on a sound basis, 
and to maintain and, if possible, to improve 
the standard of living of its citizens. No 
settlement which is oppressive and retards 
the recovery and development of the foreign 
debtor is to the best interests of the United 
States or of Europe. 

A resumption of war debts pay- 
ments in the present circumstances 
appears altogether inconsistent with 
the principles here laid down. 


“CAPACITY TO ENDURE.” 


Experience has, in fact, shown that when 
dealing with international transfers of the 
character and of the unprecedented magni- 
tude of the post war inter-governmental obli- 
gations, the principle of “ the capacity to 
pay ” of the debtor—even if this applied— 
can only be regarded as of secondary import- 
ance, compared with an even wider principle, 
namely— of the capacity of the world 
to endure the economic and financial conse- 
quences which those transfers would imvolve, 

12. It is in the light of these wider 
economic and financial consequences that 
successive British Governments have framed 
their well-known policy on this question, 
which is referred to in a later passage of 
this note. 

His Majesty’s Government are aware that 
any remission of war debts may be criticised 
as merely transferring the liability from the 
taxpayer in the borrowing country to the 
taxpayer in the lending country, and in this 
ma ct the taxpayers in the United Kingdom 
and in the United States of America are m 
much the same position. 

Both are already. bearing a large share of 
the burden of war debts, and would continue 
to bear it even if all the existing war debt 
arrangements between the Governments could 
be maintained. For example, in the case ef 
the United Kingdom, the effect of its repara- 
tion and war debt arrangements was to pro- 
vide a sum sufficient te cover the current 
payments to the United States Government. 
But this does not mean that the British tax- 
payer was relieved from his burdens in respect 
of the advances made to the Allies during 
the war; on the contrary, he was left to find 
over £80;600;000 a year (390,000,000 dollars 
at par) for interest on the internal loans out 
of which those adyances had been made. 

For all the reparation and war 
debts receipts of the United Kingdom 
are required to cover the current pay- 
ments due on its own war debt to the 
United States Government, and the 
United Kingdom taxpayer has had 
each year to find from his own re- 
sources the amount required for the 
interest on the advances made by the 
United Kingdom to the Allies, which, 
as stated above, amounted to a total 
of about £1,600,000,000 (7,800,000,000 
dollars at par). i 

In the case of the United States of America, 
the amount due from foreign Governments im 
respect of war debts is now 270,000.000 dollars 
a year, and, if this is not received, it would 
increase by that amount the burden on the 
American taxpayer.

have been made, amounting to 1,352 million 
dollars (£278 millions at par), of which 202 
million dollars (£42 millions at par) were in 
respect of the principal of the debt, as 
funded. 

Furthermore, in addition to the payments 
under the funding agreement, His Majesty's 
Government have paid 233 million dollars 
(£48 millions) in respect of the war debt 
before funding, and they have repaid in full 
both the loan for the purchase of silver, 
amounting to 122 million dollars, and the 
debt of 16 million dollars for relief supplies 


to Austria. 

The total of these debt payments 
which His Majesty’s Government have 
made to the Uni 
‘amount to the sum of 23063 million 
dollars (£629 millions at par). 

18. Meanwhile, the United Kingdom had 
claims on its Allies in respect. of the war 
loans it had made, The advances made’ by 
this country amounted, as stated above, to 
£1,680 millions (7,800 million dollars), and 
had increased su uently by the addition 
of unpaid interest to capital, Shortly. after 
the war His ie a Me Government offered 
to join Im any equitable arrangement for the 
reduction or cancellation of inter-Allied 
debts, provided it was of an all-round 
character. ‘That proposal was not accepted, 
and His Majesty’s Government wére called 
upon to fund their debt to the United States 
of America. They then announced that they 
would limit their demands on their own 
debtors to the amount that they were them- 
selves required to pay to their creditor. 

The fact that His Majesty’s Government 
were the first to fund their debt to the United 
States of America, and t some time 
elapsed before their debtors completed fund- 
ing agreements with them, has resulted in 
their receipts from their debtors being less 
than half their payments te their creditor. 


RECEIVED NOTHING, 


The relative position is that the United 
States of America made Joans amounting to 
10.000 million dollars (£2,055 million), and 
the United Kingdom made similar loans, 
amounting to 7,800 million dollars (£1,600 
milhon). 

The United States of America have received 
for the benefit of their taxpayers 7,112 
million dollars (£434 million), and the United 
Kingdom have received for the benefit of 
their taxpayers nothing, have passed on all 
their receipts to the United States of 
America, and have paid out of the pockets 
of their taxpayers to the United States of 
America 651 millior follars (£134 million). 
In fact, when interest has been taken into 
account, some £200 million (973 million 
doilars at par) has been found by the British 
taxpayer. 

It may be observed that. while the British 
share of the total indebtedness to the United 
States of America is only 40 per cent., of 
the total debt payments made to the United 
States of America 80 per cent. has come 
from Great Britain. 

The efforts which this has involved 
to the British nation, coming as they 
did after the tosses resulting from 
the war, constitute, in the view of 
His Majesty's Government, a strong 
claim to consideration on the part of 
the United States Govérnment. 

12. Moreover, His Majesty’s Government 
feel justilied in calling attention to the 
changes of circumstances, which have in- 
creased the burden of their obligations.

Whichever view is academically correct, 
there is a de facto connection. between these 
two sets of inter-Governmental obligations, 
and this was by implication admitted by the 
United States Government when oe, pro- 
posed a moratorium on all inter-Govern- 
mental obligations last year. Moreover, His 
Majesty’s Government take it for granted 
that preferential treatment would never be 
claimed forthe War debts due to the Umted 
States. of America as compared with those 
due to this.country, and a situation in which 
this country was required to continue war 
debt as gy he while foregoing the war debt 
payments due to it would, be admitted at 
once to be unthinkable. 


RE-OPENING SETTLEMENTS. 


Thus, if the payment of the sums due in 
respect of the British war debt to the United 
States Government were to be resumed, His 
Majesty’s Government would be obliged to 
re-open the question of payments from their 
own debtors—France, Italy, ig AR Yugo- 
slavia, Rumania and Greece, and also the 
British Dominions. 

The debtor countries would, in turn, have 
to’ demand the payment by Germany of her 
obligations. under the Young Plan, and the 
United Kingdom would have to do likewise. 

Without a teadjustment of war debt 
obligaticns the Lausanne agreement could not 
be ratified. The question of reparations 
would remain unsettled’; the improvement in 
confidence which followed the Lausanne 
agreements would be undone; and fatal. re- 
sults might well be found te have accrued te 
the solution of many grave political, as well 
as financial, problems now under discussion. 

24. His Majesty’s Government understand 
that the Government of the United States 
of America have already appreciated the 
force of these considerations, in the light 
of which they have recognised the desir- 
ability of a discussion of the major point 
stressed im a previous communication— 
namely, the revision of the existing debt 
obligations. But His Majesty's Government

Everywhere taxation has been ruthlessly 
increased and expenditure drastically cur- 
tailed, and yet Budgets are in deficit or are 
balanced with ever increasing difficulty, 


PARALYSIS OF TRADE, 


In all directions there are signs of the 
paralysis of trade and the threat of bank- 
ruptey and of financial collapse. The inter- 
national monetarv mechanism, without which 
the modern world cannot effectively conduct 
its daily life, is being broken into pieces, 
with all the manifold forms of privation and 
distress which this invelves, 

The countries of the world cannot 
even begin to consider how to restore 
this mechanism until the causes 
which undermine confidence have 
been removed. 

One of the most important of these 
is the system of inter-Governmental 
debts. 

7. These inter-Governmental debts are 
radically different from the commercial loans 
raised by foreign Governments on the 
markets for productive purposes. Such com- 
mercial loans are “normally self-liquidating. 
The market loans thus raised during the last 
hundred years have converted whole terri- 
tories from desolate swamps óg yninhabited 
Fa to flourishing provinces teaming with 
wman life and producing great additions to 
the real wealth of the world. 


WEALTH-DESTROYING 
DEBTS. 


Such productive loans directly afford the 
means whereby the borrower can repay them 
with interest, and at the same time aa 
more prosperous. But reparations and war 
debts represent expenditure on destruction. 
Fertile fields were rendered barren and 
populous cities a shattered ruin. Such ex- 
penditure, instead of producing a slow and 
steady accumulation of wealth, destroys in a 
few hours the stored up riches of the past. 
Like the shells on which they were largely 
spent, these loans were blown to pieces. They 
have produced nothing to repay them, and 
they have left behind nothing but fresh com- 
plications and perplexities. 

repayment of these war debts 
necessitates unnatural transfers, which pro- 
veke widespread economic evil. In so far as 
they have been paid in the past, their pay- 
ment was made possible, directly or in- 
directly, by further foreign lendmg on the 
part of the creditor countries, which, 
temporarily concealed but eventually aggra- 
vated the difficulties. 


PAYMENT IN GOODS 
OR SERVICES. 


-“ 


FRUSTRATED BY BARRIERS. 


In the long run international debts can only 
he paid in the form of goods or services. 
But, as the Basle Report of August 18th, 
1951, truly pointed out, “Sn recent years the 
world has been endeavouring to pursue two 
contradictory policies in permitting the deve- 
lopment, of an international financial system 
whic: invelves the annual payment of large 
sums by debtor to creditor countries, while 
at the same time putting obstacles in the way 
of the free movement of goods. So long as 
these obstacles remain such movements of 


“capital must necessarily throw the world’s 


financial balance out of equilibrium.”’ 

9.. The creditors, in so far as they have 
refused to accept payment in goods, have 
compelled their debtors to pay in gold, This 
has led to a drain on the gold reserves of 
many countries, and this in turn, has forced 
nop the price of gold in terms of commodities, 
or in other words, has forced down the price 
of commodities in terms of gold currencies. 

This fall in prices has caused widespread 
ruin to producers in debtor and creditor 
countries alike, and threatens disastrous social 
and political repercussions. It has seriously 
increased tha burden of commercial debts, 
but it has rendered intolerable the peculiar 
burden of un uctive War debts: . 

10. The difficulties in maintaining the pay- 
ments fixed under existing agreements. first 
became acute in the case of Germany, and,

payments made by the taxpayer in his own 
currency, and the burden of these vast inter- 


| Governmental debts must be judged by com- 


parison, not with the volume of internal 
revenue, but with the balance of trade. 

So long as debtor nations are compelled by 
every means to augment their export sur- 
pluses in order to meet these inter-Govern- 
mental debt burdens, they cannot play their 
part in the normal economic operations of 
commerce, and their diminished purchasing 
power will reflect itself im diminisked re- 
ceipts for the producers, in the creditor 
country, with consequent fall in prices, de- 
pression of mdustry, and unemployment. 


COMPENSATION FOR 
DEBT PAYMENTS. 


- 


INCREASED TAX YIELD. 


Even a partial recovery of business 
activity in the creditor countries, as a con- 
sequence of the removal of these abnorma! 
conditions, would result in additional re- 
ceipts from taxation on the existing scale, 
which would compensate the exchequers of 
the creditor countries many times over for 
the loss of revenue involved in the revision 
of the war debt settlements. 

14. The immediate loss which both the 
United Kingdom and the United States ol 
America taxpayers would suffer from a recon- 
sideration of war debts canmot be measured 
in the same scales as the untold joss of wealth 
and the human misery caused by the present 
economic crisis. 

The value of international trade had already 
six months ago decreased in three years by 
fifty per cent, or by the equivalent of 
5,008,000 dollars for every hour, night and 
day, that passes; and the situation has 
since deteriorated even farther. 

It will net profit a creditor country to 
collect a few million pounds er dollars if it 
thereby perpetuates a world disorder which, 
reacting on itself, involves losses of revenue 
many times greater; and a settlement, 
however generous it may seem, which re- 
lieves the economic machinery of the world 
by clearing up these jnter-Governmental pay. 
ments would be repaid again and again by 
the contribution it would make to world 
revival, 

15. For this loss and suffering is not due 
to the niggardiiness of nature. The triumphs 
of physical science are ever growing, and the 
vast potentialities of the production of real 
wealth remain unimpaired. 


GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 


It is in the power of the Governments of 
the world, and particularly of the Uniied 
States of America and of the United Kingdom, 
as the two greatest creditor nations, if they 
unite in co-operation, to make the ‘first and 
essential step towards averting disaster— 
financial, economic and political. 

16. For the reasons given im the preceding 
paragraphs, His Majesty’s Government base 
their request for a re-examination of the 
whole situation on the fact that the payment 
of war debts has in their view been proved 
to be inconsistent with the present economic 
organisation of the world, and that any re- 
sumption of these home is bound to 
accentuate vely the crisis and to

U.S. TARIFF WALL. 


In this connection His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment would point out that the effect of the 
American tariff has been to restrict rather 
than to facilitate the import of the manu- 
factured goods which the United Kingdom 
produces, and the difficulties in this respect 
have net decreased in recent years. 

In 1923, when the British War debt was 
funded, the War debt annuity amounted to 
£33 millions, or approximately half the value 
ot the British domestic exports to the United 
States (£60 million). From 1933 onwards 
the annuity which we should have to pay in 
respect of the War debt would amount at pre- 
sent rates of exchange to approximately 
£60,000.000, whereas the British domestic ex- 
ports to the “United States of America 
amounted to only £18,000,000 in 1931, and are 
not likely to exceed £16,000,000 for 1932. 

The imports into the United Kingdom from 
the United States show an equally remarkable 
fall, from £211,000,000 in 1923 to £104,000,000 
in 1951, and £59,000,000 in the first nine 
months of 1932. 

The total trade between the two countries 
from the time of the funding agreement has 
fallen from about £300 millions a year to £100 
millions. ‘ 

20. If, therefore, war debt payments had to 
be resumed it is apparent that the exchange 
position of this country would need. to Be 
strengthened by a reduction of the very heavy 
adverse balance of visible trade between the 
United Kingdom and the United States of 
Ameri, which amounted to £78 millions im 


THREAT TO BAR U.S. GOODS. 


In present circumstances this conld only be 
done by adopting measures which would 
further restrict British purchase of American 
goods. The United en ee has up to the 
present generally been the best customer of 
the United States, and the result of such re- 
strictions would inevitably be to reduce 
specially the market in the United Kingdom 
for American farm products. To the extent, 
therefore, that payments were resumed to the 
United States Treasury, a definite and un- 
favourable reaction must follow to the United 
States producer. 

Moreover, His Majesty’s Government would 
also have to guard against the effects which 
would follow if the facilities offered by the 
British market were used by the other 
debtors of America to obtain sterling, which 
they would then sell across the pate “Ei in 
order to meet their obligations to the United 
States Government. :

trade, and would lead to farther falls in

They are convinced that the prospects of 
success would be materially improved by the 
postponement of the December instalment, 
and they are red to consider with the 
Government of the United States of America 
any manner in which. that ment 
might be most conveniently arrapged.

suggestion now that the Lotteries Commis- 
sicn, which for some months has been con- 
sidering the whole question of betting and 
gambling, and especially of sweepstakes, will, 
when it makes its report, before long recom- 
mend a 5 per cent. levy on all forms of 
betting—that is, on horse racing, dog racing 
and every form of speculation that can be 
brought within the mesh of the law. 

This looks very much like a revival of our 
old friend the Bets Tax, introduced some 
years ago by Mr. Winston Churchill, which 
proved so difficult in the working that it was 
ultimately abolished when legal sanction was 
given to the totalisator. 

It must be said that a tax on these 
totalisators at greyhound meetings, which 
have in the aggregate a very considerable 
turnover in the course of a year, is not an 
unattractive possibility, from the point of 
view of a Chancellor seeking new sources of 
revenue. At present, of course, every penny 
profit . from ‘se totalisators at greyhound 
meetings goes into the pockets of the pro- 
moters. 

A DOUBTFUL ESTIMATE. 


| REFERRED yesterday to the growth of 


on totalisator turnover wohld amount to 
£12,000,000 a year, but, it is very doubtful 
whether such a sum could be brought in for 
revenue-producing purposes. The original 
estimate from the yield of the Bots Tax was 
hopelessly at fault, and bearing that in mind 
the Treasury officials are hardly likely to 
make such a mistake again. The course 
operators certainly think they are con- 
tributing enough in the increased charges 
made to them for operating on racecourses. 

So far as the suggested levy concerns the 
greyhound meetings, they can be left to take 
care of themselves, but if the Racecourse 
Betting Control Board is obliged to hand over 
5 per cent. on its turnover, then I am afraid 
it will be Jeft in a parlous state, and that 
the burden will be too great for it to bear.

Letters containing 
remittances were returned direct to the 
senders, unless the amount of the remittance 
were such as to suggest that the sender was 
acting as an agent for the sale of tickets on 
a considerable scale. 

“The decline discenrnable in the number of 
letters stopped is probably an indication that 
the check upon the lotteries imposed through 
the agency of the Post Office has merely re- 
sulted in the divergence of subscribers to 
other channels,’’ said Sir Evelyn.

TURKEYS, GEESE AND 
DUCKS IN AMPLE SUPPLY.

| The Department of Agriculture, Dublin, 
have now summarised the reports relating to 
the conditions and estimated quanties cf 
poultry available for the forthcoming 
Christmas poultry season. The position 
appears to be as follows :— 

the season has been a “record ” one from 
the = of view of supplies. Full average 
supplies of turkeys, both cocks and hens, 
and of geese and ducks, are reported from all 
districts, whilst there has been a very large 
increase in the number of chickens. 

Poultry exporters catering for the Christmas 
poultry trade should use only standard 
poultry crates for the conveyance of the 
poultry, and should place their orders for 
packages without delay Fui! particulars as 
to the specifications for such crates, with 
recommendations as to packing, as well as 
names of suppliers, can be obtained on appli- 
cation to the Department. Bounties will be 
payable only on pouitry exported in packages 
conforming, or in preckical conformity with, 
these specifications. : 

In recent years it has been reported to the 
Department that. in some instances birds in 
poor condition. apparently as a result of 
disease, are included 'n consignments. This 
practice canno. be too strongly condemned. 

Finally, producers ean materially co- 
Operate in improving the reputation of Irish 
turkeys by fasting the birds for at least 
18 hours before Killing, and not bruising 
them by tying the legs or crossing the wings.

TWO MEN DROWNED IN 
THE NORE. 


Two men were drowned when a cot 
capsized in the River Nore, near Inistioge, 
County Kilkenny, yesterday morning. 

It appears that three young men-—Michael 
Kennedy, Kilcross; Daniel Curran (26), 
Clodiah, and James Kavanagh (27), Old 
court—who were employed by Messrs 
Hearne and Co., Waterford, at their saw- 
mills at Woodstock, were proceeding in a 
cot across the River Nore to their work, and 
when nearing the bank the cot suddenly cap- 
sized and the three men were thrown into the 
water. Kennedy managed to swim to the 
bank, but Curran and Kavanagh were 
carried away by the tidal waters and 
drowned. The bodies were recovered later. - 

Both men were able to swim, but the 
sudden immersion in. the cold water is 
believed to have caused cramps.
